1. Tho Special Group discussion ou this subject ended in a blase of 
confusion. General Taylor continually referred to a memorandum for the 
Pre aidant dated July 20 under hie signature, which he eteted wae the Special 
Group policy. He did not aeem tc be receptive to the idea that the new proposal 
—wae a naw program and wae not an adjunct to, and should not be considered in 
the light of, the July 20 memorandum. (Z did not have tide memorandum with 
me and 3 do act recall ever having seta it. ) General Ta ylo r aleo said for all 
over flights, ha wa nte d the pre sentation ia the same ferm a t every time and with 
the eume kind of m ap every time ee that hi could go direcfly to the President 
on feeasmatters wi feocdcban giaK fodMLM gttttaf. 

The discussion wae rather lengthy, at timet almost heated and, at I said above, 
confuted. However, the net result wat that if we can explain clearly te General 
Taylor just what we waat and what its relationship is to fee July 20 memo, then | 
we do not htvo to go back te tbo Special Group for further action but General 
Taylor will clear It wife fee President. 
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2. Please prepare an appropriate memorandum for the President for 

General Taylor's signatars wife an appropriate map or maps (fee format to be 

generally in accordance with what General Taylor has used before), explaining 

to the President exactly what we are asking for sad why, and indicating the 

routes to bo flown on the maps as we have done before, ft should be related to 

the July 20 memorandum. Let me see it before it goes over, and in fact pre-
